Lieutenant Fonck, recognized as 
the greatest French air fighter since 
Captain Guynemer, is credited with 
bringing down sixty enemy airplanes. 
Of these he downed six In one day in I 
the course of two patrols. 
A little over a year ago Lieutenant 
Fonck entered the aerial service as a 
Pilot of an airplane regulating artil­ 
lery fire. After about twenty days of 
this service during which he defeated 
two German planes which had at­ 
tempted to interfere with his work, 
he was put into a squadron of pursuit 
machines. 
Eight days later he was 
officially cited as an ace, having des­ 
troyed his fifth airplane. A remark-] 
ably cool and daring fighter, Fonck is] 
only 23 years old.

"lame battalion been .that from 70 to 
80 per cent of the soldiers receiving 
wounds in the legs or suffering from 
the usual foot and leg maladies of 
trench war fare have been restored 
to fall combat strength. 
The new course involves instruction 
of the wounded and weakened soldier 
in the proper posture of the body 
and its use in walking, running and 
riding. Special drills have been de- 
vsed to overcome the 
habits 
into 
which the invalided soldier has fall­ 
en, Instruction is given in the care of 
the feet while special attention has 
been given to the foot and leg cases 
in the hospitals. 
Men with 
specially troublesome 
feet, weak backs, general bad posture 
or lack of endurance are sent to the 
special training battalion where the 
fully erect, alert position of the body 
is emphasised. Four companies have 
been established in 
the 
battalion, 
with programs increasingly difficult 
so that the schedule of the fourth 
company is only slightly below that 
required for full combat fitness. 
United States army medical officers 
report that "experience has shown 
that from one-third to one-half of 
the ordinary deformities resulting 
from gunshot wounds are prevent­ 
able.
